RETURNS REMAIN SECRET 





Will Furnish Much Information to the 
Government Authorities and Some 
‘Will Be Made Public Later.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—To-day’s is- 
sue of the daily Treasury statement, giv- 
ing the state of government finances at 
the close of business on Saturday, shows 
that the officers of corporations are be- 
ginning to realize that the end of June is 
almost at hand. For the first time since 
receipts on account of the corporation tax 
began to come in to the Bureau of Internal 
Revenuc the amount credited to that 
source in Saturday’s statement reaches 
RB considerable sum. It was $1,001,251.70, 
making the totai collected to date $4,239,- 
404.85. 

Indications at the Treasury this after- 
moon were that the payments for to-day 
would exceed those of Saturday, and 
there is a chance that an aggregate of 
Bbove $10,000,000 may yet be reached for 
this month. | 

Thus far there has been absolutely no 

publicity of corporation tax returns. Un- 
Ger the law as originally enacted there 
was a provision that all such returns 
should be treated as public records and 
held open to inspection as such. That 
provision evoked a tremendous protest 
from corporations all over the country, 
especially the smaller ones. 
, The President finally sent a message to 
Congress setting forth the fact that there 
was no provision in the original law for 
the employment of the clerical force nec- 
eseary if the tax returns were to be 
handled as public records. This gave 
Congress an opportunity to redraft that 
feature of the law, which it did in the leg- 
islative, executive, and judicial appropria- 
tion bill. 

The new provision is that only such re- 
turns shall be made public as the Presi- 
dent directs. In a recent interview the 
President gave his idea of what returns 
shoulaé be made public. He declared that 
he would hold open for inspection the 
returns of all corporations whose stocks 
are listed for sale on any Stock Exchange 
or which are advertised for sale, as well 
as of those corporations in which the 
public has any legitimate interest, such 
as public utility corporations.

CANNON SAYS HE’LL RETURN. 


Will Depend on Republican Party 
Whether He’s Speaker, He Says.

UNDER BILLION, SAYS TAWNEY 


Congress Left Only $893,120,761 Charge 
Against 1911 Revenues, He Declares. 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—The annual 
review of National appropriations and ex- 
penditures was made public to-day by 
Chairman Tawney of the Appropriations 
Committee of the House and Representa- 
tive Livingston of Georgia, ranking Demo- 
cratic member of that committee. Chair- 
man Tawney makes the claim that the 
actual probable fixed charge against reve- 
nues during the fiscal year 1911 will be 
$893,120,761, while the’ Democrat insists 
that Congress at the session just closed 
again passed the billion-dollar mark, 
pointing out, what even Mr. Tawney d0é€s 
not dispute, that the appropriations for 
expenses of the Government made dur- 
ing the session aggregate $1,027,133,446. 

Mr. Tawney’s fixed-charge statement !s 
based on deducting from the aggregate 


the authorizations which carry no appro- 
priations, Panama Canal cost which bond 
sales will pay for, the $20,000,000 for 
reclamation projects which an issue of 
indebtedness certificates will cover, and 
deficiency appropriations and  miscel- 
laneous acts for payment of claims and 
other special matters expendable the pres- 
ent fiscal year instead of the next. 

Mr. Tawney credited the Executive Ad- 
ministration, by careful preparation of its 
estimates to Congress, with saving a great 
many million dollars, and declared there 
was @ substantial reduction in current 
military expenses, while Mr. Livingston 
asserted that under the reclamation issue 
and naval appropriations ‘‘ we have a pol- 
icy that stands for interest-bearing bonds 
issued against the humble homes of the 
settlers and the lavish handing out of mill- 
ions upon tens of millions of dollars 
raised by onerous taxation to satisfy the 
greed of shipbuilders and armor-plate 
contractors and to maintain a National 
policy of pomp and splendor.’”’ 

Mr. Tawney figured that the total de- 
ficiencies appropriated for at the last ses- 
sion are less by $7,587,654 than those of 
the previous session, and $11,825,789 less 
than the average annual deficiencies since 
the Spanish war. Mr. Livingston, com- 
paring the four vears of Roosevelt's term 
with the last four years of Cleveland’s 
Administration, said there was ‘“ nearly 
$4,000,000,000 for four years of Republic- 
anism as compared with less than half 
that sum for the same period by a Demo- 
cratic President.” 


POSTAL BANKS SOON. 


Hitchcock Plans to Get System in 
Operation In a Few Months. 


Special to The New York Tisnes. 
WASHINGTON, June 27.—The Admin- 
istration is going to put the new Postal 


Savings Bank law into practical operation 
as soon as possible. This Hy seria 
Postmaster General Hitchcock, the Chair- 
man of the Board of Trustees, charged 
with the administration of the law, called 
the first meeting of the board, which will 
be held at the Post Office ‘Department 
to-morrow afternoon. The other members 
of the board are Attorney General Wick- 
ersham and Secretary MacVeagh of the 
Treasury. Mr. Wickersham is now out 
of the city, but is expected back to- 
morrow morning. 

It is the desire of the board to get the 
new system working in a few offices as 
soon aS may be in order to get a practical 
test of its operation. The meeting of 
the board to-morrow will be devoted to 
a general discussion of the new law and 
to outlining plans for organization. 

Postmaster General Hitchcock has al- 
ready communicated directly with the 
heads of the various foreign postal de- 
partments under which savings bank 
systems are operated with a request that 
he be furnished with full information as 
to the workings of the banks in their 
countries, and espectally with their ad- 
ministrative regulations and copies of 
the blanks and forms used in carrying 
01 the business. It will take some time 
for all this information to come in, but 
meantime the Board of Trustees will go 
ahead and get as much done as possible. 
The Postmaster General now has a com- 
mittee of department officials at work 
on the preparation of tentative forms 
and general instructions to subordinates.

ENGINEERS TO MAKE PLANS 





Scheme for Annual Appropriation Bills 
to Supply Money as Development 


of Projects Requires It. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—Rivers and 
harbors legislation for the future was the 
subject of a long conference this morn- 
ing at the White House between the 
President, Senator Nelson of the Senate 
Committee on Commerce, and Chairman 
Alexander of the House Committee on 
Rivers and Harbors. The upshot of the 
meeting was that the three men found 
themselves in complete accord for abol- 
ishing hereafter the pork-barrel system 
cf river and harbor improvement and 
following the plan outlined in the Presi- 
dent’s special message of the last day of 
the session for having improvements car- 
ried on by annual appropriations, to be 
expended chiefly on recommendations of 
the army engineers. 

The plan is to have everything mapped 
out several years in advance, all with a 
view to the harmonious development of 
a system of waterways and harbors. The 
engineers will recommend or refuse to 
recommend projects, make careful esti- 
mates of costs, and advise Congress as 
to when the projects should be begun. 
They will also have power to recommend 
other projects. While their recommenda- 
tions at first will be subject to the vote 
of Congress, the sense of the meeting to- 
day seemed to be that eventually the 
engineers might receive the same _ re- 
sponsible control over these improvements 
as they now have over the construction 
work on the Panama Canal. 

‘The President,’’ said Mr. 
speaking for himself and Senator Nel- 
son, “‘“wants an elimination of unimpor- 
tant projects, even though heretofore ap- 
proved by the engineering department, 
ana the systematic completion of the 
more important projects. The act of 1910 
prepared the way for an annual bill ot 
moderate size, not to exceed $25,000,000 
Or $30,000,000, which is the only way ot 
overcoming the present so-called piece- 
meal policy. 

“With an annual bill once established, 
the Board of Engineers, bv indicating the 
amount of money actualy needed for each 
project each year, can practically select 
the projects first to be improved, fix 
the time for their completion, and indi- 


cate thos6 projects which should be aban- 
doned,”’

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DAKOTA DROUGHT UNBROKEN. 


Latest Reports from There Give No

The Board of City Magistrates will meet 
on Thursday afternoon in the West Side 
Court Building. This will probably be 
the last ineeting of the Magistrates be- 
fore the provisions of the bill of Assem- 
blyman A. E. Smith reorganizing the in- 
ferior courts of criminal jurisdiction in 
New York goes into effect. 

It is expected that Mayor Gaynor will 
soon appoint some one to fill the newly 
created office of Chief Magistrate for 
Manhattan and additional Magistrates to 
fill the number required by the new meas- 
ure. When this is done, it is said, the 
work of redistricting the Magistrates’ 
court districts will be begun. There are

The new law radically changes the man- 
ner of administering justice.

FATHER BILL DALY IN TROUBLE

She said that William, Jr., (‘‘ Sonny 
Bill’’) and Aileen had started ths day 
With an encounter at fisticuffs, and that 
ner husband advised the boy to kick his 
sister. The boy obeyed, thereby reducing 
Aileen from a state of active belligerency 
to one of supine passivity upon the floor. 
Then, Mrs. Daly said, she ordered the 
boy to cease, under penalty of seeing her 
floor both him ané@ his father. 

Apparently ‘‘ Father Bill’ was not 
backward in taking up the gage of battle, 
for Mrs. Daly said he took up also the 
hot coffeepot, throwing its contents into 
her face, hitting her upon the head with 
it, twisting her nose, and choking her. 
She said, when she threatened to get a 
summons fur him, he anticipated her by 
impressing the family horse and buggy 
and whipping his way posthaste to court, 
leaving her to find her way there by 
trolley car. 

‘Father Bill’’ pleaded “not guilty ” to 
all his wife’s charges. He insisted that 
she had struck him first with the hot cof- 
feepot,. and thereafter spilled the hot con- 
tents over herself.

The 
scorching rays of old Sol yesterday had 
about made every one disgusted with the 
placé, and there were all manner of ques- 
tions being asked about the high alti- 
tude tempering the sun's heat and the 
winds sweeping across the snowclad 
mountain tops producing the desired 
Summer effect and all that sort of thing. 
But there was nothing doing in the cool- 
ing department yesterday. I am told 
that some thermometers showed 96. I 
did not see any of these. The only one 
I saw registered S87. But the nights are 
‘good. Nobody complains about sleep- 
lessness on account of the pressure of 
atmosphere or height of temperature, and 
for this and to-day’s change of conditions 
“ye are truly thankful. he atmospheric 
. BVor extended to the training camps of 
the two fighters. Jeffries put in one of 
his biggest licks since his arrival here. 
He just about wore his bunch out with 
the strenuo~ ‘ness of his morning’s work. 
“I think my wind is better here than it 


was down in Rowardennan,” he said afters 


the grueling he went through. 
Strong, anyway.”’ 

Pleased with his own showing, the big 
fellow, who was in a particularly good 
3umor, jollied his trainers and sparring 
partners all the way through the session. 
It was a little after 8 o’clock when Jef- 
fries and his handlers appeared outside of 
the cottage. The big fellow looked, and 
seemed rather relieved when no crowd an- 
Swered his gaze. As usual, the punching 
bag claimed first attention, and the in- 
flated ball moved so fast under Jeff's 
wallops that it could not be followed by 
the human eye. } 
bag punching, Jeffries turned to the pul- 
i©yS and worked first backward -and then 
forward. Then came the boxing. Sam 
Berger was the first victim to toe the 
scratch. Sam’s skin showed white and 
clear when he started, but red blotches 
were ciscernible all over his body when 
he quit. Sam boxed a round, and then 
Joe Choynski was taken on. Joe’s long 
hair floated in the breeze. His thin legs 
flashed about as he tried to keep clear of 
the champidn’s wallops. Two rounds 
were enough for Choynskt. 

Then Jim Corbett was called to the 
front. Jim seemed such a little fellow 
compared to Jeffries that there was some 
fear felt for him, particularily as he has 
been considerably under the weather for 
the last few days. He has, indeed, been 
suffering from an ailment that is about 
as persistent and irritating as one could 
have, I gave him some of my old medi- 
cine Saturday night, and he got immediate 
relief, but he was feeling bad again this 
morning, and he told me that he had been 
walking around the grounds and up and 
down the road pretty nearly all night. 
Notwithstanding all this, he piled into 
Jeffries and tore about as though he were 
training for a fight himself. He only 
got one good return from his big, bear- 
like friend during the encounter. He al- 
lowed fewer blows to land on him than 
either of the others. Right up on his toes 
every minute, Corbett ducked in and out, 
Sidestepping and dancing around so that 
a was impossible for Jeffries to get to

Altogether, Jeffries boxed eleven 
rounds, two with Berger, two with Cor- 
bett, three with Chovnski, and four with 
ob Armstrong, and then he had two 
rounds of wrestling with Farmer Burns. 
lt was after this little job that Jim de- 
Clared that his wind was better than it 
lad been up to now. In the afternoon the 
big fellow sat around and fished in a 
sinali stream a quarter of a mile away 
from the house. 

Johnson took his usual run this morn- 
ing. He, too, was encouraged by the cool- 
ing breeze that offset the sun, and reeled 
off about ‘en miles before he got back to 
his camp. Jack was perspiring freely all 
the way, but finished strong, and sprinted 
past his trainers when he was within 200 
vards of his quarters. After his rub 
down and breakfast he sat around a 
while and then came in to Reno for e 
conference with Rickard at the Hote! 
Golden, where I am living. The confer- 
cnce lasted about half an hour. It was 
beld in Rickard’s room, across the hall 
from mine, and there were all manner of 
rernors floating around downstairs as to 
wnat it was about. I have an idea from 
eevyeral authoritative sources that Jack 
must have wanted a little spending money 
and came to Rickard for it. 

§ started for Johnson's camp soon after 
he left the hotel, and spent pretty much 
ail the afternoon there, driving back in a 
roundabout way by Jeffries’s place. There 
was quite a large crowd around the boxing 
platform at Ricks when Johnson appeared 
for his afternoon workout. Al Kaufman, 
Dave Mills, and Monahan, the ex-ama- 
teur, boxed with him as usual, and the big 
champion showed if anything a little more 
activity than he did the day before. He 
took Kaufman on for four rounds, Mona- 
han for four, and Mills for two. Mrs. 
Jchnson was an interested spectator. 

In the old days at this stage of the game 
we were about letting up on hard work, 
but with the two principals engaged here 
they could go along with the boxing they 
have been doing right up to the day be- 
fore the fight without doing them any 
harm. Neither one of them tries very 
hard to do up his sparring partners, and 
in that respect the exercise is not taking 
much out of them. Of course I do not 
know what their plans for the rest of 
the week are, and they probably do not 
know themselves. 

Jeffries is a rather whimsical creature 
and does not make up his mind about 
anything that he will do until just be- 
fore the time he does it. They have a jot 
of fun with him in this respect out At 
Moana Springs. Choynski and Corbett put 
up lttle jobs on him in an effort to find 
out what the next day’s work will consist 
of. Corbett will say in Jeff’s presence, 
**¥ think, Jim, that we better box to- 
morrow morning,”’ but Jeff will say, ** No, 
I am going fishing in the morning,” and it 
will be practically agreed on that this 
will be done. A short while after Choynsk! 
will come along and say, ‘“‘I don’t think 
we had better have any boxing to-morrow 
rorniag; I think it would be a good idea, 
Jim, for you to go fishing.” Jeff is as 
likely as not to say, ** No, Iam not going 
fishing in the morning; I am going to do 
a little bit of boxing.”’ 

When notes are compared there {s gen- 
erally a laugh all around. Jeffries seems 
to be aware of the perversity of his r.i- 
ture in this respect and gets in quite a 
deal of fun in upsetting the plans of the 
others.

4uliffe because he never was much of a 
and at sticking to hard work himself, 
nd any one he sees in this line of en- 
eavor is more of a freak to him than 
nything else.

ishing thing is the number of various opin- 
ions and viewpoints about the principals. 
The fighters, as a rule, favor Johnson 
for the coming contest. The sporting ex- 
perts are about equally divided, and sv 
are the newspaper men. The Johnson ad- 
mirers base their opinion on the one 
contention, and that is the fact that Jef- 
fries has been out of the game too long 
to come back. At the same time they 
have very little logical stuff to hang on 
their principle. 

On the other hand the Jeffries admirers 
eliminate that inactivity period feature 
for their man and point to his wonderful 
condition. As far as I am concerned I 
have seen Johnson do as much real work 
in a day as Jeff has done, but it must be 
taken into consideration that Jeffries has 
been working longer and does not take 
to his labor as good-naturedly as Johnson 
does. This, however, is only a matter of 
temperament. I was a good bit like Jef- 
fries. I hated the hard work. 
all work and no fun. 
upon my trainers as personal enemies 
and friends in disguise. Then I would 
have good days of great jubilation, and 
they were the days that I was in my right 
senses. I couid see that everything that 
they were planning for me was for my 
own good. 

This matter of temperament is going to 
cut a big figure in the coming fight. If 
it is one of the days when Jeff feels good 
and Johnson, who generally does feel that 
way, will be in the same condition, it will 
be one of the greatest fights that the 
world ever knew, and it will be a longer 
battle than if one or the other is tem- 
peramentally grumpy when he steps into 
the ring. I have never felt so undecided 
about a fight in my life, and I think that 
every new sign is making me keener to 
see this coming encounter than any in 
all the years I have been in and around 
pugilism.

BOTH FIGHTERS TRAINING HARD 


Cooler Weather Results in Best Day’s 
Work Since Arrival in Reno. 


Special to The New York Times. 

RENO, Nev., June 27.—The best part 
of the day’s doings here to-day was the 
improvement in the atmosphere, and this, 
of course, being communicated to the 
training camps livened things up a bit 
for all concerned, for the fighters even 
got the spirit and put in their best day’s 
work since the camp became established. 
Jeffries only performed once, and that 
was during the morning, but it was a 
strenuous session. He went through thir- 
teen rounds of activity altogether and 
Jumped around like a colt after it was all 
over. In the afternoon he sat around and 
did a little fishing. Johnson put in a 
full day, starting in the morning with a 


road stunt aré boxing in the afternoon. 

Each litle incident that happens has 
some bearing on the fight, consequently it 
is the signal for argument, pro and con. 
The sidewalk conventions are most inter- 
esting sights at this time, and the float- 
ing population of Reno, which has in- 
creased probadly 2,000 during the last 
week, is an open-air gathering. None of 
the visitors here uses his lodgings except 
for sleeping.

TROOPS TAKE BANDIT 
DYING IN HIS FORT 


Holds Off Militia Till He 
Wounded and His Ammuni- 
tion Exhausted.

THEN HIS HOUSE IS RUSHED 





Children Were Sent Out When Sol- 
diers Fired Volleys tnto Build- 
Ing—His Third Victim Dies. 





IRWINVILLE, Ga., June 27.—Fighting 
to the last from his barricaded home, W. 
H. Bostwick, who killed two men yester- 
day and wounded three others, one mor- 
tally, was captured to-day by two oom- 
panies of State Militia as he lay dying 
from a bullet and after he had exhausted 
his own ammunition. 

Capt. Charles A. De Lang, commanding 
the Fitzgerald Guards, upon arriving at 
Bostwick’s home this morning, first called 
upon him to surrender, offering him pro- 
tection from the mob which had gathered. 
Bostwick refused. De Lang then demand- 
ed that Bostwick’s five children, who were 
with him, be sent from the house. Again 
Bostwick refused. 

Capt. De Lang ordered his men to fire 
a volley into the roof of the house, fol- 
lowing which another demand for gur- 
render and release of the children was 
made upon Bostwick, who replied with a 
shot from one of the three weapons witb 
which he was armed. 

Then came another volley from the sol- 
diers. Bostwick asked that the lives of 
the children be not endangered, and sent 
them out. They were taken in charge by 
the soldiers. They would answer no ques- 
tions. The oldest daughter, Jennie, who 
had spent the long night attempting to 
shieid the other children, cried because 
one Of the younger boys: had been com- 
pelled to leave the house without his 
trousers, and the oldest boy was 4ll. 

The children were taken to a place of 
Safety, and Capt. De Lang again de- 
manded that Bostwick surrender. The 
only reply was a shot from the besieged 
man. Then the soldiers fired a volley 
into the lower portion of the house. A 
moment later officers observed that a 


Shingle had been removed from the roof, 
probably by Bostwick in order to fire to 
better advantage. <A hail of bullets was 
thrown into the roof, followed by a thud 
Which indicated that Bostwick had fallen 
Or jumped to the floor. Observers then 
called attention io the fact that an ob- 
Ject Was seen moving through a hole in 
the floor, and a volley was fired in that 
direction. 

A rush of troops was then ordered, 
the belief being that Bostwick had been 
injured, but this was stopped by a shot 
irom the building, which struck James 
Gill. De Lang’s men fired into the build- 
ing repeatediv, and then several men at- 

i to enter the building, but were 

by a final shot from Bostwick. 

company of militia then ap- 

peared on the scene, and a rush was made 
upon the building from all directions. 

The doors were broken open and Bost- 
wick was found wounded upon the floor. 
He died within a short time. A Coroner's 
jury was impaneiled, and its verdict was 
that Bostwick killed himself in order to 
prevent his capture. Whether he died 
trom self-inflicted wounds, from wounds 
received during the earlier fight with citi- 
zens, Or from the fire of the guardsmen 
may never be known. 

The chiliren are being cared for by wo- 
men of the neighborhood. Mrs. Bostwick 
and one oiher child, who were driven 
from home on Friday, did not go back 
there to-night. 

The battie of last night was one of the 
bloodiest and most picturesque in the his- 
tory of the State. The affair began Sun- 
day afternoon when Sheriff McInnis ana 
a posse went to arrest Bostwick. He sho’ 
lead both Chief of Police Davis and Dep 
duty Sheriff Sheffield of Occilla, and 
Sheriff McInnis and two Deputy Sheriffs 
fell badly wounded. 

A new posse was formed and another 
attack made, the troops being ordered 
out meanwhile. It was known that Mrs 
Bostwick had fled with one child, but the 
father kept the remaining five in thé 
house with him. One of the children hs 
out to get the revolver the dead po 
had dropped, knowins that th 
posse would not fire on the boy. 

The posse of loca! citizens kept up 
fire all night. 

Sheriff J. P. MeInnis, one of the men he 
died to-day about the same time as 
Bostwick. The two living victims of his 
bullets are expected to recover. 

Many acts of heroism were recordec 
during the siege. Sheriff McInnis, seeing 
his deputy, T. C. Bass, fall, rushed from 
cover and was dragging Bass to a plac 
of safety when he received a morte 
wourd. He staggered to a telephone an: 
attempted to communicate with <Adjt 
Gen. Scott at Atlanta. Unable to tal 
aloud, however, he dictated in whisver: 
the message, whicn caused the Adjutan 
General] to order out the troops. 

It is said that several months ago Bost 
wick shot his brother-in-law, C. G. Flelds 
and was arrested charged with assau!' 
with intent to murder. He was put unde: 
a peace bond, but his bondsman recent! 
told the Sheriff that he wanted to be re 
lleved from responsibility. On Friday ¢ 
deputy went to Bostwick’s house to ar.

MeAneny, ‘The excessive cost of the 
janitors’ work throughout the borough 
was one of the counts in the complaint 


against Borougn President Ahearn, re- 
sulting in his removal. I do not, of course, 
intend to continue such a condition; but, 
possibly, a necessary correction may be 
worked out more gradually. Little harm 
can result, in any event, in carrying these 
women throughsthe Summer. 

“The reorganization of the bureau's 
general methods will continue meanwhile, 
Circumstances prevented a satisfactory 
start in this matter until two or three 
weelcs ago.

ALBANY, June 27.—Despite all intima- 
tions from Washington and Oyster Bav 
to the effect that the recognized leaders 
of the Republican Party in Nation and 
State are keenly desirous, for party rea- 
sons, of having the Legislature heed the 
demands of Gov. Hughes for the passage 
of a Direct Nominations bill and a broad- 
ening of the graft investigation resolution, 
the second week of the extra session, 
which the legislative leaders hope will be 
the iast, opens with the distinct prospect 
that these two Hughes propositions will 
be defeated. 

Speaker James W. Wadsworth, Jr., of 
the Assembly, whose firm grip on the 
House machine was strong enough to 
bring defeat to the Governor’s cause at 
the regular session, was the only one of 
the legislative leaders to put in an ap- 
pearance at the Capitol to-day. He said 
With a great deal of emphasis that he 
could see no reason for making the graft 
resolution any stronger, as Gov. Hughes 
has recommended, and he declared that 
there was no change in the situation so 
far as the Cobb Direct Nominations bill 
was concerned. It was beaten by an over- 
whelming vote in the Assembly at the 
regular session, after the Senate had 
made it a party measure and passed it.

Should President Taft give out an 
authorized statement and accept the full 
responsibility for it, it might change 
some votes. At nrerent I can see no 
change in the situation.’

Whether he will 
visit Col. Roosevelt before returning to 
Albany has not been determined. 

While the leaders at the Capitol are 
inclined to look upon the report from 
Oyster Bay as a monumental bluff on 
the part of Col. Roosevelt and do not 
believe the Governor could be prevailed 
upon to change his mind about the Sn- 
preme Court appointment, they would 
give a lot to get some exact information 
on the subfect. .

CHINA NOT TO HAYE 
A PARLIAMENT YET 


Government Decides to Refuse 
Demand of Delegates of 
Provisional Assemblies. 








EIGHT PLEDGED TO SUICIDE 





And Other Delegates Have Declared 
That They Will Remain in Peking 
Until What They Ask Is Granted. 





PEKING, June 27.—An imperial decree 
issued yesterday refuses the popular and 
insistent demand recently made for the 
immediate convocation of a national par- 
liament. ; 

The urgent petition, which was present- 
ed by delegates to the Provincial Assem- 
blies and was supported by organizations 
of merchants throughout the country, 
was considered at the first meeting of 
the Council of the Empire held in the 
Regency of Prince Chun. Following the 
deliberations, the Government's decision 
is now made known. 

It appears that the Regent proposes to 
adhere to his original programme, which 
provides for a general legislative body 
to be summoned nine years after the first 
meeting of the Provincial Assemblies, 
which were constituted by a decree of the 
throne made last May 9 Concurrent 





with the summons to the National As- 
meet on Oct. 3, announce-| 
ment was made of the names of ninety-| 
six members, representing all classes, and | 
the people were instructed to prepare for | 
a constitution and parliament. 

The delegates, however, wished the im-| 
mediate establishment of a general popu-, 
lar legislative body, and in this ambi-| 
tion they were encouraged by many mer-| 
chants, who have refused to pay the} 
stamp tax, hoping in this way to influ-| 
ence Prince Chun. 

The agitation crystallized early in June, 
when the delegates met in the capital and, 
memorializing the throne, declared their 
intention of remaining in Peking until 
demands were granted. Eight of 
the number were pledged to suicide in 


the event of a refusal being met with. 
The delegates included several trom 


Australia, and elsewhere, and as they 
were believed to represent the revolu- 
tionary element among Chinese Hving in 
foreign lands, they were closely watched 
by the palace spies. The leaders of the 
movement, however, made it known that 
did not propose to employ drastic 
measures, lest an anti-dynastic revolution 
result in the introduction into China ot 
the armies of foreign powers,

HAMILTON CHASED 
BATS IN NIGHT FLIGHT 


Accident to His Engine Stopped 





Spectacular Performance, 


His Manager Says. 





WAS IN THE AIR 25 MINUTES 





Searchlight and Motor’s Hum Alone 
Reveal Him—A Diamond Medal 
Rewards His Feat. 





Charles K. Hamilton returned yestercay 
to New York, after a week tn Nashville, 
where he gave a series of exhibition 
flights at the military tournament. The 
aviator brought back with him a badly 
damaged engine on his biplane, but he 
had, too, a large, diamond-studded medal, 
given to him by the Nashville Board of 
Trade for a twenty-minute flight last 
Wednesday night, the first night flight 
ever made in a heavier-than-air machine. 

In his night flight Hamilton almost 
wrecked his engine, his aeroplane, and 
himself. While he was circling the fair 
grounds at an altitude of 60uv feet—the only 
token of his presence being the hum- 
ming of his motor and the beams of a 
strong searchlight which he had affixed 
to his lower plane—the head of the fourth 
cylinder on the left side blew off with a 
terrific explosion. The 20,000 spectators 
were instantly aware that something was 
radically wrong with the machine that 
had but a few moments before made one 
of its startling swoops right in front of 
the grand stand. 

The searchlight’s rays were pointed 
downward at a dangerous angle’ to the 
earth, and the fear spread that Hamilton 
would be dashed to pieces as 
chine came _ hurtling downward. But 
when close to the earth Hamilton man- 
aged to right the machine and bring it 
to a safe_landing fifty yards across the 
tield from where he had started on his 
midnight flight. As a result of that ex- 
perience, Hamilton said, he was prepared 
to fly day and night. if necessary, in 
THE NEw YorK TiMEs-Chicago Evening 
Post twenty-five-thousand-dollar race be- 
tween Chicago and New York. 

‘“ That night flight,’’ P. L. Young, Ham- 
ilton’s business representative, said yes- 
terday, ‘‘ was the most wonderful thing 
fever saw. I’ve seen Hamilton do so 
many hair-raising stunts that I’m getting 
used to them. He's always doing the un- 
pected, so 1 am not much surprised at 
anything, but when he decided to take 
his machine up at night above the field 
of Camp Dickinson, where the military 
tournament had been held, and é£@(*fily 
through the inkv blackness that was 
made deeper by the large electric lights 


in front of the grand stand—well, it got 
me going, all right. 


Decided to Fly in the Dark. 


“Hamilton had made a series of flights 
that afternoon, and at 7 o’clock the 
grounds were almost deserted. He re- 
mained at the grounds instead of motor- 
ing into Nashville for dinner, and about 
S o'clock he got restless. It was pretty 
dark then, but he decided to amuse him- 
seit with a flight in the dark. So he 
had his biplane wheeled out, and flew for 
twenty-five minutes, to the delight of 
those who were gathering for the even- 
ing performance of the troops. 

“When he descended Hamilton made 
up his mind to go aloft when it was still 
darker—‘ when,’ he said, ‘there won't 
be any doubt about my having gone up 
long after nightfall.’ I tried to dissuade 
him, and so did a number of his friends, 
including Secretary of War Dickinson, 
for whom the camp Had been named, but 
Hamilton said he was going up, and he 
went: but he did accede to our wishes 
sufficiently to put a searchlight on his 
machine, so that he could see pretty 
clearly ahead of him. 

“It was just 11 o'clock 
left the ground. One could 
course by the searchlight as he circled 
higher and higher. He rose steadily until 
he had attained a height of WH feet. and 
at that altitude went soaring away across 
for almost three miles.

‘Finally Ha nilton tired of chasing 
nignt birds—he told us his searchlght at- 
bat that flew directly in 
some fime, try as he would 
to overtake it—and come dipping past the 
grand stand. The arc lights, arranged to 
light up the field, were about thirty feet 
above the ground, and he did not miss 
them by more than two yards. He circled 
and again came down toward the ground 
—— sharpest angles I’ve ever seen him 
ta 

‘‘Men yelled and women screamed; 
some women fainted. I wasn’t in any too 
happy a frame of mind myself as 1 saw 
the machine’s nose pointed down at such 
a terrific angle. Several of us started to 
run’to the spot where we believed Hamil- 
ton was going to fall, for there were few 
who didn’t believe he’d meet with an ac- 
cident if he kept up his hair-raising 
stunts. But he didn’t. Just before his de- 
flector seemed certain to hit the lights it 
was swung quickly upward and the bi- 
plane, answering immediately, soared 
away for another lap of the field. 


After Accident, 


“It was on this last circuit that the 
cylinder head blew off, and Hamilton made 
a mishty fast and fortunate descent. 
Luckily he was directly over the infield, 
where the turf was level, when the acci- 
dent happened, and he made a safe 
to earth. When we got to him he was 
tinkering away at his engine as if noth- 
ing had occurred. All he seemed to care 
about was that his flight had been inter- 
rupted.

First Contests on New Garden City 
Course Set for the Next Day. 


The preliminary surveys for a two-and- 
one-half-mile aviation track at Garden 
City, on the field which will be used 
until the one a mile further east for 
the international meet of next October 
is in shape, were completed yesterday, 
as were the preparations for the erection 
of a. high wooden fence to inclose it and 
an inner one of woven wire, and a grand- 
Stand to seat 5,000 persons. 

Under the supervision of Gage E. Tar- 
bell, general manager of the internation- 
al aviation meet, and Byron R. Newton, 
his assistant, the engineers -ran their 
lines around the newly cleared land and 
announced at 6 o’clocts 4ast evening that 
everything was in readiness for the la- 
borers to start this morning. The track, 
which will be only half a mile shorter 
than the one on the international field, 
will be marked by fifteen-foot standards, 
from which brillianmt-colored flags will be 
flown.

the west side of 
six feet high, will 
with gates for motor cars and for the 
flying machines themselves. Fifty feet 
east of this fence there will be the bar- 
ricade of wire. Between the two fences 
will be the parking spaces for automo- 
biles. The fences will be continued in an 
easterly direction at the north and south 
of the field, and no one will be 
permitted inside of them except the fliers 
and their assistants. 

In the centre of the west end the grand- 
stand will be put up, with entrance 
through a special gate built im the outer 
fence. It is the.intention to charge a 
nominal admission fee to the stand, and 
each person in an automobile will be 
charged a like“amount. A small per- 
(centage of the proceeds will be deducted 
to cover the cost of the fences and stands 
and policing the field. The balance will 
be put up as prizes for short, middle, and 
long distance races and races against 
time. Every other week an endurance 
contest will be held, to start at sunrise 
and end at sunset. oe 

All of the sheds and tents in which the 
flying machines are stored will be set 
flush on one street on which no specta- 
tors will be p rmitted. Barricades will 
be erected at both ends of it and between 
the sheds, so that aeroplane owners and 
their helpers will not be bothered. 

It is planned to get the fences and 
stands ready by Friday night and to hold 
the first contests next Saturday, Sunday, 
and Monday. starting at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. The Long Jslauvd Railroad, 
it was said vesterday, will run extra 
trains to within a quarter of a mile of 
the grandstand. Automobilis sts, of course. 
will be able to enter their parking spaces 
without anv trouble

MR. LODGE AND MR. AMES. 

Congressman BUTLER AMEs’s mani- 
festo, announcing his candidacy for the 
United States Senate, to succeed Mr, 
Loven, foreshadows lively politics in 
Massachusetts. Mr. Ames is a popular 
man and a clever politician with a large 
following. His well-written arraign- 
ment of Senator LopGp comes out ata 
critical moment. Mr. Lopcp is held 
chiefly respqnsible for the recent report 
of the Senate committee appointed to 
investigate the high cost of living. The 
assumption in that document that the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff has nothing to do 
with the high-prices is not convincing 
andis-not generally accepted. 

It is not news that Massachusetts is 
no longer the stronghold of Protection 
it-once was. It does not necessarily fol- 
low that the State will prefer Mr. Ames 
to Mr. LopG® as one of its representa- 
tives in the Senate. The Senator has 
many qualities that entitle him to high 
esteem. But’ he will be forced to fight 
for his place, to overcome newly awak- 
ened forces which indicate that Repub- 
lican arrogance and self-satisfaction are 
to be-rebuked in New England as well 
as in the West. 














REGULATION OF PROFITS. 

The tariff.and the railway regulations 
are alike in the fact that both under- 
take to regulate profits. The tariff 
promises a “reasonable profit” by 
means of most unreasonable sched- 
ules. And while the country is rising 
en masse against this monstrous pro- 
posal the party which is unable to per- 
ceive the heinousness of the idea comes 
forward with a proposal to separate 
such an essentially commercial mat- 
ter as the management of railways 
from all other commercial questions, 
and to regulate it uncommercially. 
There is and can be no objection to any 
regulation of railways upon any ap- 
proved principle. But an unregulated 
regulation without any declaration of 
principle to guide official discretion 
arouses doubts of where we are at and 
whither we are drifting. 

Law deals—or used to deal—with unil- 
versal rights, and there is no right to 
profits, Yet 
our legislators are tumbling over each 
other to claim credit for a proposal to 
regulate profits while 
unregulated. Rates generally are re- 
sonable, says the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission officially,

The interest of the com- 
monwealth is that both shall deal with 
the public in the manner of the rail- 
ways—meaning increase of profits by 
reduction of costs and charges and en- 
larged volume of trade—rather than in 
the manner of the critics of the rail- 
ways, that is by seeking legal limitation 
of profits of others. 








THE DANGEROUS HOUSEFLY. 

Musca domestica, the ‘‘ typhoid fly,” 
which is the more accurate name for 
the common housefly, is now classed as 
the most dangerous of the enemies of 
mankind. ‘“‘ Regarded in the light of 
recent knowledge,” Dr. DANIEL D. 
JACKSON says in The Review of Reviews 
for July, ‘“‘the fly is more dangerous 
than the tiger or the cobra.” It is 
krown to be the chief cause of intes- 
tinal epidemics in cities. From intes- 
tinal diseases alone more than 7,500 
persons died last year in this city, while 
the deaths from malaria in Greater New 
York were less than 100. This country 
spends annually hundreds of thousands 
of dollars to déstroy the malarial mos- 
quito, practically nothing to quell the 
universal scourge of flies. 

All flies bear disease-breeding germs. 
Their origin is in filth. They live in 
filth. Where conditions of filth exist 
the progeny of one fly may mount 
into the sextillions in a single season. 
They bear into the homes and food, 
water, and milk supplies of the people 
not only the germs of typhoid and chol- 
era, but of tuberculosis, anthrax, diph- 
theria, ophthalmia, smallpox, staphy- 
lococcus infection, 
ical sore, 
worms.

See that your sewage system is in 
good order; that it does not leak, is 
up to date, and not exposed to files. 

Pour kerosene into the drains, 

Cover food after a meal; burn or 
bury all table refuse, 

Screen all food exposed for sale, 

Screen all windows and doors, espe- 
cially the kitchen and dining room. 

Burn pyrethrum powder in the house 
to kill the flies. 

Don’t forget if you see filles, their 
breeding place is in near-by filth. It 
may be behind the door, under the 
table, or in the cuspidor., 

If there is no dirt and filth there 
will be no flies. 

If there is a nuisance in the neigh- 
borhood write at once to the Health 
Department. 


But flies are something worse than a 
nuisance. They should be shunned as 
the plague is shunned. 





LABOR, CAPITAL, AND TRUSTS. 

It is a curious mischance which 
causes the publication simultaneously 
of the establishment of a pension sys- 
tem for the employés of one steel com- 
pany and the report to the Senate that 
another steel company underpaid and 
overworked its employés. The com- 
pany certified by Mr. Gompprs to be 
the “greatest enemy organized labor 
has” contributes an addition of eight 
million dollars to a fund of four mill- 
fon dollars established some years ago 
in order that its employés may be pen- 
sioned in their old age and disability. 
It is the company which was not dis- 
tinguished by Mr. Gompgprrs’s attack 
which works its employés eighty-four 
hours a week, and pays a shilling an 
hour. One company {s known as a 
trust and the other company as an in- 
dependent. 

The comparison {s casual, and with no 
intention of disparaging one company 
at the expense of the other. The reason 
for making comment is to utilize the 
opportunity to enforce the need of cau- 
tion in indulgence of either sympathy 
or prejudice in judgment of current 
economic events. 


! 


There is too free con- 
demnation of trusts because they are 
trusts, and without regard to their con- 
duct. And. the sympathy for wage- 
earners may too easily lead to disap- 
proval of those who are doting their best 
to be fair in the troublesome relations 
between capital and labor. But in- 
stead of meeting capital half way, labor 
is too prone to reject proffered boons as 
bribes. Wage increases are demanded 
as a right, regardless of the economic 
considerations involved, and profit- 
sharing schemes are represented to be 
doles, which ought rather to be used in 
raising wages above the market rate 
than in making it hard for underpaid 
employés to leave their employment in 
@ manner embarrassing to employers. 
In other words, there is a greater soli- 
darity of feeling on the part of em- 
ployers than of employés, and salaried 
troublemakers think they earn their 
pay better by making trouble than by 
allaying it.

husband who killed her, and that there- 
fore the Italian Government has not only 
its own reasons, punitive and preventive, 
for punishing a crime committed on its 
territory, but is under a further obliga- 
tion to give us satisfaction for an injury 
done there to one of our “ nationals.’’\ 

It is not with any intimation of indif- 
ference on Italy’s part to this obligation 
that attention is called to this fact. The 
situation, however, is so embarrassing for 
both Governments that all its phases 
must be taken into account, and the vic- 
tim’s citizenship certainly has its bearing 
on the question whether we should break 
our established custom and give up an 
American for trial in another country. 
Had Mrs. CHARLTON been killed by an 
Italian we would have expected Italy to 
take prompt and effectve measures to 
execute its own laws on the criminal, and 
any failure to Go so would have been 
viewed with grave disapproval. Diplo- 
matic representations on the subject 
would have been made at once, and fur- 
ther delay would have been interpreted 
as an ‘unfriendly act,’’ a phrase which 
in the language used between nations 
has a very grave significance. 

But of course we cannot at the same 
time refuse to extradite young CHARLTON 
and demand that Italy clearly demon- 
strate its appreciation of the seriousness 
of the wrong under international law 
which we have suffered in the murder of 
Mrs. CHARLTON. It is an extremely puz- 
zling case, and yet the more thought it 
receives the more is one impressed with 
the fllogic of refusing to extradite our 
citizens to any country, merely because 
there are some countries where confi- 
dence in their receiving a fair trial is 
weak or altogether lacking. To grant the 
privilege in one instance and to refuse it 
in another would, indeed, have its em- 
barrassments, since all Governments with 
which we are at peace are on nominally 
equal terms, but nominally and actually 
are two different things, and the reality 
of the difference will have to berecognized 
sooner or later. In fact, we do it already 
by ins{fstence on extraterritorial courts 
in countries the ability or inclination of 
which to try foreigners fairly we doubt 
or deny. 


A Reason for 


Some of the competl- 
tlons announced as on 
the programme for the 
coming aviation meet at 
Garden City will involve 
so much of danger to the contestants 
that the wisdom, and even the justifica- 
tion, 6f such tests may be doubted. The 
art of flying 1s still so new, and its most 
eminent practitioners really know so Htt- 
tle about it, that they should not be 
tempted at present to take the unknown 
risks involved in touching captive bal- 
loons or other objects with or from thelr 
machines. The proposal to hold slow- 
speed races—races, that is, in which the 
prizes go to those who take the longest 
time in covering a given distance—is, on 
the contrary, a highly commendable one, 
since it will tend both toward the me- 
chanical improvement of the aeroplane, 
apart from its motor, and to wthe discov- 
ery of what can be done with the ma- 
chines as they are, 

Generally speaking, the smaller the 
aeroplane the more rapidly must it. be 
driven through the air in order to sustain 
itself, while as the area of the “ wings m 
is increased, the less swift need bs its 
motion. The larger the planes, however, 
the more power does it take to overcome 
atmospheric resistance to forward motion, 
and it is obvious that with a given engine 
there is a rather narrow limit within 
which alone is increase or decrease prac- 
ticable. Already the aviators are talking 
of contrivances by which, while in the 
air, they will be able to do what a sallor 
would call reefing—will be able, in other 
words, to lessen their supporting surface 
when they go fast and add to it as speed 
is lessened. Theoretically there is nothing 
in the way of this, but the device would 
be rather complicated, and !t would mul- 
tiply the possibilities of accident, already 
sufficiently numerous to satisfy even an 
abnormal hunger for thrills and perils. 

If automobiles could go only at full rac. 
ing speed they would be of no practical 
use in ordinary road conditions. This is 
not true of the aeroplane, but there will 
be great conveniences in developing an 
ability to travel at less than thirty miles 
an hour, which is about the least that the 
largest of them can safely make in still 
air. The birds avoid this difficulty, so 
far as they do avoid it, which few of 
them except the humming bird do com- 
pletely, by the facility, lacking in the 
aeroplane, with which they can beat the 
air from different directions with their 
wines. Human aviators can only alter 
the angle of their flight.

Instead of concentrating exhibite under a 
few vast roofs in temporary structures, let 
some special features of the fair be located in 
each borough, making all New York a vast 
fair ground. The present museums, theatres, 
public halls, armories, institutes, parks and 
beaches, the race tracks, rivers, bays, and 
islands, each would provide ao site and space 
for some class or department of exhibits. 

Coupon or combination tickets, sold I{ke Sub-

You say, under date of the 25th tnst., “ un- 
der our laws a person cannot be tried for a 
committed out of our jurisdiction.” 


Not disputing this, it fs important to note that. 


our Constitution claims jurisdiction over chil- 
dren born to American. citizens traveling 
abroad, (or out of our civil jurisdiction.) 
Those children are considered citizens of the 
United States, fully subject to our laws of 
citizenship, fully privileged with the rights 
and protective influence of such consideration. 
If our laws guarantee protection to their citi- 
zens against crimes committed against them, 
why should they not, with legitimate con- 
sistency, equally extend the arm of punish- 
ment upon their crime-cornmitting citizens? 
The argument raised against such a course Is, 
that since our citizen committed a crime 
against the laws of the empire in which he 
resided at the time, he is subject to the 
avenging laws governing the punishment there- 
of. But, looking at the matter in a broader 
light, ig not a crime 4 crime wherever com- 
mitted? Is not @ murder in one country as 
much an offense against Its society as it Is 
against society In general? 

By his own confession Porter Chariton is 
guilty of murder, a crime just as much at 
variance with the laws of Italy as with those 
of our own Nation. - Are we incompotent to 
try him-—to scntence him? Perhaps present 
statutes forbid such a step on our part, but 
does it mot seem reasonable to expect an 
amendment at some future time dealing. with 
such cases’ as above suggested?

GRESSER REPLIES TO DENTON. 


Declares False Statement Munlclpal 
Justise Made About Vouchers. 


Borough President Lawrence Gresser 
contradicted in an Interview yesterday the 
testimony given by his former friend and 
political associate, Municipal Justice Al- 
fred BH, Denton, before Commissioner of 
Accounts Raymond Fosdick in the Queens 
County graft inquiry, In the report of 
Commissioner Fosdick, Judge Denton, who 
was Commissioner of Public Works under 
Gresser, is quoted as saying that he be- 
came suspicious of several contracts for 
repairing culverts to the amount of $4,000 
put thrcugh by then Under Sheriff John 
M. Phillips of Queens, and that when he 
refused to sign the vouchers Phillips 
threatened him with a revolver. Judge 
Denton said he called the attention of 
President Gresser to the vouchers. 

* The story that Judge Denton called my 
attention to these particular five Phillips 
vouchers,” said President Gresser, ‘is 
false. During that month I signed the 


whole series, from 1,162 to 1,201, and from 
1,245 to 1,845, making a total of 148 vouch- 
ers for the month and a total expenditure 
of from $30,000 to $40,000 in small 
amounts. It would have been 4 physical 
impossibillty to examine all the details 
of the work, and I had to depend on the 
work of my subordinates. I had no reason 
to think the Phillips vouchers were dif- 
ferent from any of the others, and no one 
called my attention to them in any way.” 

Judge Denton, who is now away on his 
vacation, will have another opportunity to 
tells his story before the Queens County 
Grand Jury to-morrow, if District Attor- 
ney De Witt locates him. 

The Grand Jury went over the evidence 
for a second time against Matthew J. 
Goldner, who served as Superintendent of 
Sewers under former Borough President 
Cassidy, and against whom two indict- 
ments were returned charging grand lar- 
ceny. These indictments were dismissed 
by Justice Stapleton on a technicality last 
week. It was said that the results of the 
reconsideration by the Grand Jury yes- 
terday were satisfactory to the prosecu- 
tion. Goldner is now touring Europe with 
his wife, but has several hundred thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of property in Queens 
which would insure his return to face any 
charges, in case he should be reindicted. 


BUTCHERS MUST REFORM. 


Driscoll Tells Them That Hereafter 
They Must Give Honest Welght. 


Chief Driscoll of the Bureau of Weights 
and Measures held another hearing yes- 
terday at City Hall on the question of the 
prohibition of the use of all wooden 
spreaders and skewers in meat, unless 
their welght is deducted from the total. 
Several score of butchers and representa- 


tives of wholesale meat concerns were 
present, 


Before opening the hearing Mr. Driscoll 
gave & practical demonstration of just 
what he expects of the meat dealers in 
the future. He had his Inspectors set 
up an official scale, and then produced 
several packages of ham, bacon, and 
beef clearly marked with the packer’s 
weight. 

A ham marked thirteen and a quarter 
pounds weighed eleven pounds and four- 
teen and gq half ounces. Another marked 
ten and a half pounds, weighed nine 
pounds and seven ounces. A _ side of 
bacon marked five and a quarter pounds 
weighed only five pounds. The wrapper 
was then stripped off ang the bacon acté 
ually weighed only four pounds and ten 
ounces. 

Several retailers said they were com- 
pelled to pay for wooden spreaders, some 
of which weighed as much as a pound 
and over. ‘‘ When we retailers are abused 
in this way,’’ said one, ‘‘we have to 
abuse the public to make up our losses. 
We ought not to have to buy wood at the 
price of lamb.”’ 

Mr. Driscoll informed the wholesalers 
that in the future the meat In this city 
will have to be sold by honest welght. 
The hearing was adjourned subject to 
further call. 


PARK MEETING PLACES. 


Commissioner Stover Announces List 
of Sites for Public Gatherings. 


Park Commissioner Stover sent to socle- 
ties and organizations yesterday a letter 
designating the parks in which publie 
meetings may be held and the conditions 
under which he would grant permits. 

The suffragettes have applied for per- 
mission to hold meetings on the Ce 
Park Mall, and while the Commissioner 
has not denied them, he has given them 
@ list of places where they may meet. 
He says in the meantime he will con- 
sider letting them use the Mall. All ap- 
plications for permits. must show the 
lame of the organization and of some 
responsible person, the purpose and pro- 
gramme of the meeting, and the date, 
hour, and location desired.

TAKE ATHENIAN OATH. 


College of the City of New York Stu- 
dents Act on Mayor’s Speech. 


A delegation from this year’s graduat- 
ing class of the College of the City of 
New York called yesterday upon Mayor 
Gaynor at City Hall, and informed him 
that as a result of ,his speech on civic 
patriotism they had decided to take the 
old Athenian ephebic oath. An engrossed 
document, including the oath, was pre- 
sented to the Mayor. It read: 

We will never bring disgrace to this our 
city by any act of dishonesty or cowardice, 
nor ever desert our suffering comrades in 
the ranks; we will fight for the ideals and 
sacred things of the city, both alone and 
with many; we will revere and obey the 
city’s laws and do our best to {ncite a like 
respect and reverence in those above us who 
are prone to annul or set them at naught; 
we will strive unceasingly to quicken the 
public’s sense of civic duty; thus, in all 
these ways we will transmit this city not 
Only not less, but greater, better, and more 
beautiful than it was transmitted to us. 
This is practically the wording of the 

old oath which was administered to the 
Athenian youths when they came out 
of their “‘ gymnasiums ’’ and entered upon 
the estate permitting them to wear laven- 
der edges to their togas.

Through an order filed by Judge La- 
combe yesterday in the United States 
Circult Court it became known that the 
present plans of the Bondholders’ Com- 
mittee of the Metropolitan Street Railway 
regarding the holders of accident judg- 
ments on the Metropolitan system is to 
place them on the same basis with the 
holders of the bonds which the commit- 
tee represents. These accident creditors 
have claims against the New York City 
Railway system, which under the de- 
cisions of Judge Lacombe in various pro- 
ceedings connected with the traction ree 
celverships aro not enforceable legally 
against the Metropolitan Street Railway. 
They now stand likely if the bondholders! 
plan goes through to become security’ 


holders of the reorganized traction sys- 
tem, 


How the new securities would be issued 
did not appear from the papers accome 
panying the order of Judge Lacombe, but 
from the petition of the Bondholders* 
Committee on which the order was rene 
dered it developed that the committee ex- 
pected to have its reorganization plan 
ready. for submission to the Public Ser- 
vice Commission by July 11, The re- 
organization sale, which was set for July 
1, has therefcre been adourned by Judge 
Lacombe until Sept. 27 on account of the, 


representations made by the Bondholderg’) 
Committee, 


-The- Bondholders’ Committee asked for 
the extension by reason of several cone 
Siderations; first, it will, in their opin= 
ion, be desirable to determine the issuance 
of securities before the sale is held. Seo; 
ond, that a corporation must be formed 
to operate the railroad after the sale} 
further, that it is desirable to have the! 
approval of the Public Service Commilssi 
sion to the plan of reorganization befo 
such a sale is held, and finally, that this 
approval of the commission cannot reads« 
ily be obtained in s0 complicated a situa@e 
tion in a limited time. 

The most important part of the petition. 
of the bondholders is the paragraph which‘ 
relates to the provision for the accident, 
judgments against the New York City; 
Railway, and in this connection the peti- 
tion says: 

‘In addition to the provision for the! 
outstanding securities to be therein men- 
tioned, said plan (of reorganization) sub- 
ject to the authorization and approval 
by the Public Service Commission of such

It was not possible last night to get! 
a further discussion of the plans of Met-| 
ropolitan reorganizers, and the .petition 
quoted from and Judge Lacombe’s opine 
ion comprised the available data on that: 
subject. Much interest, however, was 
attracted to the feature of the proposition 
as appearing in the petition by which the; 
holders of personal injury claims against; 
the Metropolitan Street Railway, as well 
as those against the New York City Rail< 
way, were both included in the scheme 
to settle the accident judgments on the 
basis of securities to be issued in* the] 
reorganization. F 

The accident judgments against the 
New York City Railway have, of coursé,: 
under the decisions of the Federal Court 
no standing against the Metropolitan sys-, 


tem. 

Judge Lacombe filed a memorandum, 
vesterday regarding the payment of the 
Federal corporation taxes due on the 
property of the New York City and Met- 
ropolitan Street Railways. He says tha , 
the proper course would seem to be for’ 
the receivers to pay these taxes, thus:

HIS FIRST WIFE SUSPECTED

Her Present Husband Does Not Know 
Whereabouts of Divorced Woman, 
Who Is the Boy’s Mother.

ALBANY, June 27.—While at play ‘in 
the extensive grounds of his father’s 


estate in the fashionable Kenwood Heights 


section of Albany, Michael McLaughlin, 
the 8-year-old son of Michael L. Mc- 
Laughlin, a wealthy Brooklyn real estate 
dealer and contractor, was forcibly car- 
ried off to-day by a woman whom the 

Olice believe to be the divorced wife of 

r. McLaughlin and the boy’s mother. 

he woman, whoever she was, drove up 
in a big red automobile, accompanied by 
two men. Jumping from. the car, she 
took the boy in her arms and hugged 
him. Then she hurriedly entered the car 
again, and before the astounded servants 
who had seen the occurrence could gather 
their wits and start m pursuit the auto- 
mobile raced through~- the grounds at 
breakneck speed and, gaining the public 
highway, disappeared in a cloud of dust. 

The boy’s father end his second wife 
were absent when the kidnapping oc- 
curred. They left for New York last 
night. In their absence the boy was left 
in the care of Mrs. Mary Dowd, an aged 
woman, who is employed as a housekeep- 
er by the McLaughlin family. In addition 
to her and the servants there was a care- 
taker, George Schilling, who with his 
family occupies a lodge near the large 
peace through which access to the grounds 
S gained from the road. 

According to the caretaker and the 
servants, the kidnapping had been planned 
very thoroughly and was carried out with 
great boldness. When” Schilling notified 
the police, Sergt. Seitz was sent on horse- 
back to the estate, which is about six 
miles from Police Headquarters. 

On his way there Seitz met the care- 
taker in pursuit of a man who, he told 
the policeman, had taken part in the kid- 
napping, but had not joined the party in 
the automobile. Seitz took both Schilling 
and the stranger to Police Headquarters, 
where Chief of Police Hyatt questioned 
the stranger closely. According to the 
police, he was J. R. Hatherly of Homer, 
an attaché of the Department of Agri- 
culture. ° 

** He showed to our satisfaction that the 
boy had been taken by his mother, who 
had a right to him, and that at the most 
it was a case for the civil courts,’’ 
was said at Police Headquarters. ‘‘ We 
are not looking for the party that took the 
lad away.”’ 

Hatherly was not detained. Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture Pearson said this 
afternoon that nobody named Hatherly 
was on his payroll. 

At the McLaughlin home the servants 
told the police that the kidnapping had 
been preceded by an attempt during the 
ot to gain forcible entrance to the 

ouse. 


Mrs. Leonora McLaughlin, the second 
wife of Michael L. McLaughlin, declared 
last night her belief. that the boy had 
been taken by the first Mrs. McLaughlin, 
who is now the wife of Henry P. Holt 
of 2,423 Church Avenue, Brooklyn. Mr. 
and Mrs. McLaughlin arrived in Brooklyn 
yesterday morning from Albany, and are 
Staying at 2 Clark Street. 

Mrs. McLaughlin said the affair was 
the climax of a dispute as to the posses- 
sion of the child, which has been going 
on ever since Mr, McLaughlin was di- 
vorced. He came to Brooklyn in 1900, 
and was prominent in real estate transac- 
tions for a time. It is said that he was 
the agent for the transfer of $40,000;000 
worth of Brooklyn property in a few 
years, and he gained the reputation of 
being wealthy. At this time he was still 
married to Mrs. Celia McLaughlin, and 
nt lived together in Linden Street, Flat- 

ush. 

In 1906 the divorce action was begun 
by Mrs. McLaughlin, although she con- 
tinued to live in the same house as her 
husband. The decree was signed in Jan- 
uary, 1907, by Justice. Jaycox, and accord- 
ing to Mr. Holt, the second husband of 
the first Mrs. McLaughlin, the custody of 
the boy was given to her. An agreement, 
however, was drawn up between Mc- 
Laughlin and his former wife, by which, 
according to the present Mrs. McLaugh- 
iin. in consideration of a gift of $60,000 
worth of real estate and notes for $40,000 
for the education of the boy, she was to 
give up the child to a third party in case 
of her remarrmge. Both parties were 
married a second time, McLaughlin to 
Miss Leonora Jackson, a violinist of some 
note. and Mrs. Celia McLaughlin to Henry 
P. Hiolt, whom she had known before her 
first marriage. 

Mrs. McLaughlin married in the Sum- 
mer of 1907, and in conformity with the 
agreement the boy was sent to live with 
her sister, Mrs. Payne, at Edmiston, N. 
Y. On the following Thanksgiving Davy 

Irs. Hoit, Mrs. Leonora McLaughlin said 
last night, came and took him away.-: 

‘* All that Winter,”’ said Mrs. McLaugh- 
lin, ‘‘the lad lived with his mother on 
Church Avenue. Mr. McLaughlin con- 
tinually went down to see him. He did 
not think his son was properly looked 
after, and when he had chickenpox, scar- 
let fever, and pneumonia his mother, who 
is a Christian Scientist, refused to call 
in a physician. On one occasion when 
Mr. McLaughlin went there he had an 
altercation with Mr. Holt, and they had 
@ terrible time on the street. 

“At last, about June, 1908, Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin sent his lawyer to see Mrs. 
Helt, and the boy was given up to us. 
Sinége then he has lived with us, but Mrs. 
Holt has tried several times to get him 
away. We sent hjim to the Penning- 
ton Seminary, and after that to a Catholic 
institution as a boarder, to be sure that 
he might be safe. We took him on a 
trip to Asbury Park, ana so on last Win- 
ter so that he might get to know some- 
thing. Last April, when we were living 
at the St. George Hotel, Mrs. Holt made 
another attempt to get possession of him 
and came up to our rooms. 

‘‘ Whoever has taxen aim must have 
been keeping a close watch on our move- 
ments at our country place in Albany, 
for as soon as we had left he was taken 
away.”’ 

‘From what I have heard over the 
long distance telephone,” said Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin, ‘‘ the boy fought back as hard 
as he could and submitted only when 
the men in the automobile threw blankets 
over his head. I intend to do everything 
I can to get him back again.”’ 

Mr. Holt declared ,last night at his

KEENE ON THE STAND AGAIN. 


Called On to Explain a Promised Loan 
in the Hocking Pool. 


James R. Keene was questioned again 
yesterday at the hearing in. the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings of Lathrop, Haskins 
& Co. regarding his share in the disas- 
trous Hocking pool. At the conclusion of 
his examination it was arranged that he 
Should appear before the referee again 
on July 18. This time, however, it was 
agreed that if Mr. Keene’s absence from 
town prevented his presence on that date 
the hearing should be postponed unti] his 
return. 

Mr. Keene expressed his pleasure at 
this arrangement, for at the last hearing 
he had requested that he might be allowed 
to go abroad, complaining that his health 
required a European trip. He said that 
the repeated examinations were a hard- 
ship on him, saying: 

“IT have been examined so much that 
my head is in a whirl.” 

The questioning to which he submitted 
yesterday had to do principally with a 
loan which he declared he had never 
made and never had promised to make 
to Haskins. He said there had been no 
talk of a loan between them, except that 
he told Haskins he would take 1,500 
shares of Hocking stock if Haskins could 
get other brokers to take the 2,000 shares 
remaining of a lot which the broker want- 
ed to dispose of. It developed that Mr. 
Keene never took the 1,500 shares. 

This afternoon at 3:30 Mr. Keene’s book- 
keeper will be examined and Edward 
Popper of Popper & Sternbach will be 
called. Popper has refused to answer 
Some questions which Mr. Elkus, attor- 
ney for the creditors, considers posers ipl. 
The case of refusal has been brought #e- 
fore vy Hough in the United States 
District Court, who instructed Mr. Elkus 
to get a certificate from the referee in 
case of any further refusal, so that Pop- 
per may be brought up for contempt of 
court. It was intimated v -opper’s 


counsel that the broker will be ready to 
answer to-day. 


BANKER ACCUSES A BANKER. 


Spezio Held for Sending a Black Hand 
Letter on Martino’s Complaint 


Joseph Spezio, formerly a banker at 385 
Metropolitan Avenue, Brooklyn, and liv- 
ing at 204 Union Avenue, was accused by 
Pasquale Martino, another banker, before 
Judge Chatfield in the United States Dis- 
trict Court, that borough, yesterday with 
sending him a Black Hand letter demand- 
ing $3,000. He pleaded not guilty and was 
held in $3,000 bail for trial. 

Spezio bought out Martino’s banking 
business a month ago for $2,000 cash and 
a $3,000 mortgage. It appears that Spezio 
has had difficulty in paying his debts. 
His creditors petitioned the United States 
District Court recently to declare him a 
bankrupt, and Judge Chatfield signed an 
order to that~effect last week. 

About the time that Spezio’s creditors 
pressed Martino received a Black Hand 
letter telling him to put $3,000 in a stone- 
breaking machine at Manhattan Avenue 
and Leonard Street at 10 o'clock on a cer- 
tain night. The letter bore the signature 
of E. Fragella. The author warned Mar- 
tino that his life would not be worth any- 
thing if he failed to give up the money. 

Martino had some papers relating to 
the sale of his bank to ‘Spezio, and he 
thought he detected Spezio’s handwriting 
in the letter. United States District At- 
torney Youngs employed a handwriting 
expert, who was of the same opinion, and 
Spezio was indicted by a Federal Grand 
Jury on the charge of using the mails un- 
lawfully. He lives at 2,815 West Fif- 
teenth Street, Coney Island. Martino 
lives at 634 North Second Street. 


MUST ADMIT COSTUMES. 


Collector Loeb Ordered to Accent 
Bond on “ Merry Widow” Gowng. 


Henry W. Savage won yesterday a vic- 
tory when the Board of General Ap- 
praisers directed Collector Loeb to ac- 
cept his bond on costumes used in the 
‘Merry Widow" and brought into this 
country when the company returned from 
Canada. 

The costumes, which 
France, had been used only twice, and 
Collector Loeb exacted duty, although 
Mr. Savage contended that entry should 
have been granted under a bond. Gen- 
eral Appraiser Hay in his decision said: 

“The tender was tantamount to giv- 
ing the bond in so far as the same was 
necessary to comply with regulations.

He dic 
all in his power to comply with these 
regulations, and he cannot be deprived 
of his rights by the Government officer's 
refusal to permit him to comply with 
the conditions precedent to the right of 
free entry. 

‘The protest is sustained and the Col- 
lector directed to grant freé admission 
to the articles in question upon the prot- 
estant giving bond as provided in the 
customs regulations of 1908.’ 


MEMORIAL TO DR. DIX. 


Trinity Vestrymen Decide to Erect a 
Chapel to the Late Rector. 


The vestrymen of Trinity Church have 
decided to erect a chapel on the north side 
of the chancel of Old Trinity as a me- 
morial to the late Dr. Dix, who for forty- 
six years was rector of the church. The 
chapel will be lined with stone and will 
resemble as closely as possible the archi- 
tecture of the church itself, of which it 
will be a part. It will extend thirty feet 
or more into the historic old graveyard 
and will seat forty persons. The entrance 
will be in the north porch. ie 

Not only will it serve as a fitting me- 
morial to the late Dr. Dix but it will be 
of great service in the work of Trinity, as 
tho early daily celebrations of communion 
will be conducted in it as well as wedding 
and funeral services, thus relieving the 
church, which fs taxed to the utmost dur- 
ing the entire year. 

The new chapel will also be the reposi- 
tory of the large number of historical 
tablets and monuments, including the 
tomb. of Bishop Onderdonk, now in the 
north porch of the Church. In the memor- 
rial chapel they will always be on view.

A- Voice Tells Him That the Old 
Sheikh Still Lives and May 


Be Here. 





CROCODILE GOT HIS TOE 





Devoted Parent Had it Nipped Off to 
Heir 
Charm Against Ills.

An Oriental Japhet in search of a father 
is Abdul Howat, the slim, swathy bo’s’n 
of the British freighter Bloemfontein, 
which now lies at Bush’s Stores, South 
Brooklyn, with a cargo from the Far 
Bast. 

The yarn of the Arab begins when he 
was 10 years old, when he lost his father, 
er, rather when he lost the little toe of his 
left foot, for the loss of that toe looms 
large in his story. The search has already 
taken him itito many countries and he 
speaks many languages, including Eng- 
lish. Seated on the deck of the steamship, 
amid the activities of unloading, the high- 
born one yesterday spun his yarn. In 
order to make it more impressive and to 
pose for a photograph, he donned his Arab 
robes, 

Abdu Ffowat, son of an Arabian Sheikh, 
was born thirty-five years ago, His mother 
died when he was very young and his 
father brought him up, or, rather, about, 
for Abdul the elder was a nomad. When 
the son was 19 years old his father got 
into a dispute with the British authorities 
and, as it ended disastrously, the Sheikh 
decided to efface himself. There is an old 
superstition among the Arabs, to quote 
the bo's’n, that a person who has beer 
maimed by a Nile crocodile and escaped 
with his life will thereafter be immune 
from sickness and come unscathed 
through any danger. 

Before disappearing from Aden the fa- 
ther took the son to Sawakin, on the Red 
Sea, and from there crossed to an en- 
campment near Berber. There with much 
ceremony a young crocodile was pressed 
into service to make the Sheikh’s heir im- 
mune for life. The left foot of the strug- 
gling lad wads swathed in bandages al} 
except the little tue. The member was 
then held out as a tempting titbit to 
the crocodile, which promptly nipped off 
the wiggling toe. It took as many to 
hold the crocodile as it did to hold the 
boy to prevent him from maiming his 
devoted parent. The crocodile amputa- 
tion over, the father robbed the saurian 
of his plunder and suspended it with a 
String about the boy’s neck. This was to 
be his identification mark. The bo’s’n 
did not venture to exhibit this talisman. 

Like the poetical Arab, the Sheikh then 
silently folded his tent and departed into 
the Nubian desert. In the land where 
clothes are few and there is no problem 
as to the cost of living, Abdul grew into 
a strong, wiry youth. As he grew older 
he began to think of his father, and a 
magic word written by his father on his 
neck ornament haunted him. 

Then the modern Japhet startedjon his 
search for a father. Leaving the banks 
of the Nile, he became a driver of camels, 
then a dragoman in Northern Africa, a 
small merchant in Cairo, a handy man 
in Calcutta, a porter in Colombo, and a 
sailor. In his wanderings he picked up 
a bit of Chinese, Hindustanee, Japanese, 
English, 2nd some Indian dialects. 

Once he heard from an old Arab that 
his father was in Tibet. Why he should 
go into Tibet puzzled the son, but he 
started out on the track which leads 
through India, across the Himalayas into 
the Land of Mystery. Near Lucknow he 
picked up information that the report was 
false and again he turned his face and 
his nine toes south. 

The bo’s'n was telling of that fourney 
south when one of the officers interrupt- 
ed to direct him to give an order to the 
Malay firemen, who were squatted for- 
ward on the deck. He gave the order. 
It sounded not unlike a repetition of the 
word on the talisman. Then he returned, 
gathered his Arab robes about him, 
tucked his short black and white checked 
skirt under him, pushed his fez over his 
left ear, and resumed his story. 

One day along shore in Colombo an 
Arab who had been here with a circus 
troupe told him he thought his father was 
in America. He got his berth as bo’s’n 
because of his knowledge of languages 
and sailed for American waters. 

‘*My father must be an old man now,” 
he said, but Allah tells me that he Is still 
alive. Will I see him again?’ Abdul 
looked reflectively at the place where 
his little toe ought to be and said: *‘ Does 
Allah reign? ”’ 

Abdul will sail away in a few days and 
take up his search nearer the sacred spot 
by the Nile. Until convinced that the 
old Sheikh is dead he will go about the 
world crying ‘‘ Lashtizia, lashtizia,’’ what- 
ever that means.

While Henry Haviland, a laborer, was 
at work on the second story of the Hel- 
delberg Building, which is being erected 
on the site of the old Metropole Hotel, at 
Forty-second Street and Broadway, late 
yesterday afternoon, he lost his footing 
and fell 100 feet to the cellar.

REGATTA PARTIES 
REACH NEW LONDON 


Secretary of Navy Meyer on 
Dolphin Among Arrivals for 
Yale-Harvard Races.

NEW LONDON, Conn., June 27.—From 
the early arrivals in this spacious harbor 
here it is evident that in quality and quan- 
tity the spectacle made by craft on the 
Thames incident to the Yale-Harvard re- 
gatta on Thursday will easily be the most 
brilliant that ever assembled here. Al- 
ready boats are arriving and taking up 
anchorages in the river. 

The first of the large Government boats 
to reach here was the dispatch boat Dol- 
phin, with George Von L. Meyer, Secre- 
tary of the Navy, aboard.

The others 
are due to-morrow. The most rigid rules 


in the history of Yale-Harvard boat races 
will be necessary to police the course, and 
the revenue cutters have hard service cut 
out for them. 

The Tarolinto, owned by Chester W. 
Bliss, has been reported in the harbor. 
The yaeht came up to the Harvard quar- 
ters to-day and the entire party, who 
are keen Harvard rooters, came ashore 
and called on the oarsmen, and Robert 
Bacon, ‘80, Ambassador to France, who 
with his wife and two daughters, are at 
Redtop.

Curtailing Copper Output. 


Coincident with the news from Butte 
that the Amalgamated Copper Company 
had decided to discontinue Sunday work 
were reports of sales of copper metal 
by interests outside the larger selling 
agencies at a trifle under 12% cents a 
pound. The two happenings were alto- 
gether unconnected, although in a way 
the curtailment indicated by the Amal- 
gamated’s action might be supposed to 
point to unmarketable suppiles of cop- 
per. The feeling in the trade seems to 
be that the Amalgamated’s step will mean 
a curtailment in production of not less 
than 10 per cent., but this after all is 
not a great percentage of the output of 
the country, and will not get stocks down 
very substantially unless, indeed, it leads 
to similar action on the part of other 
large producers. No real attempt was 
made to explain the closing of the Butte 
works on Sunday, although there was 
a suggestion that the step had been taken 
because the smelters were unable to 
handle the additional output of the re- 
cently purchased Clark mines.

Discouraging the Land Boom. 


A good deal of interest was created in 
banking circles yesterday by & dispatch 
from Topeka to the effect that insurance 
companies making a specialty of invest- 
ment in farm mortgages had raised their 
rates in the central part of Kansas to 7 
per cent., the highest interest demanded 
since 1895 on this class of security. Some 
uneasiness has undoubtedly existed over 
the speculation in land in the West, and 
this speculation had been very materially 
fostered by the lMberality of insurance 
companies and State banking institutions 
in. advancing money upon mortgages. 
Any sign, therefore, of a tendency toward 
conservatism on the part of lenders on 
land is hailed here as a good sign.

Says That the Girl’s Hand In Mar- 
rlage Was Part of a Grocery 
Store Deal. 





Pale and breathless, a young man ran 
into the East Fifth Street Police Sta- 
tion last night and proclaimed to Lieut.
